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1 0 Voice of America broadcasts were proscribed in Pyongyang under the Communist 
regime, but with an ordinary radio receiving set (as, for example, nine- tube 
models sold by Churln and Company in Pyongyang) it was possible to receive 
the broadcasts clearly* Reception of the daily news summary at 1200 hours 
was so clear that it was sometimes necessary to turn down the volume in order 
to avoid betraying what program was being heard* The noon broadcast was rarely 
jammed because almost all personnel were at work at that time and had no access 
to home radios* 

2„ The 1S30 news smeary was clearly audible unless, as occasionally happened, it 
was jammed* The 2300 broadcasts were frequently and intensely jammed, but the
